A call has been issued for a general 


conference of [all Evangelisal Christians 
n the United States, to be held at Wash- 
ington, D. 0,, December 7, 8 and 9, to 
consider several leading questions, among 
whiohare the following: WhaJ are the 
present perils and opportunities of the 
Christian ohuroh, and of the country?

The Inter-Ocean says tho call 
directs attention to tho close of tho nine- 
teenth century as a proper time to see the 
jlanting of Christian institutions m tho 
lormatrva west and oC strengthening 
them in the other state;. Popular edu- 
cation has multiplied wants and created 
taBtes whioh wealth has not been suffi- 
ciently distributed to gratify; henoa dis- 
content among certain classes, while the 
conflict with the intemperate tlement 
has been drawing nearer than ever to a 
crisis. 
There are questions now to 


America regarding pauperism and crime 
crowding in great cities, that must

met, and met in a way tbat will not leave 
such blotches on our civilization as they 
have done in Europe. All the Christian 
churohos in tbe laud are deeply interest 
ed in these problems, and the general 
conference at Washington in December,

In the name of tte church we repre- 


sent, we demand the prohibition of the 
traffic in intoxicating beverages, and we 
rojomrncd to all temperance workers 
that they stand together in this fi«ht_for 
sober manhood and Christian civilization,
